Memorandum for High School

In 
this connection the Minister reminds 
Entrance Boards that while they ave 
at liberty, under Section 5 (2) of the 
High School Regulations ot 1909, to 
make special provis on for admission 
in special individual cases, they are 
not at liberty, without the toncur- 
rence of the Minister, to lower the 40 
percent miniinum in any subject or 


the 60 per cent minimum of the 
aggregate, Further, it has come to 
the Minister's knowledge that in 


valuing the answer papersin Arith- 
metic some Boards haye ignored the 
provision that no value whatever is to 
be assigned to certain questions on the 
examination paper unless the answers 
thereto are absolutely correct, that is, 
that no marks shall be assigned for 
alle or for partiul answers, 

jourds are hereby warned that in 
this and in all other vespects the 
Regulations must be strictly observed,

He 
stated that at the request of 
gentlemen from the Pacific 
coast he proposed to take au- 
thority to make a silver dollar, 
On the Pacific they preferred 
silver and wanted dollars.

The 
dollars would be about the 
same in size and bullion value 
as the American silver dollar.

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JEWELS AT COL 
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Some of the Finest Gems Possessed 
by English Women. 


At the two courts held this spring | 
rubies were the favorite gems, and | 
some of the finest of these stones} 
in England were to be seen. At the 
first court Queen Alexandra wore 
the Cullinan diamond and at the) 
second she wore on her corsage the 
famous Agincourt stone, a pigeon 
blood ruby which belongs to the 
Crown of England. 

Another wonderful ruby which 
makes rare appearances in public 
and was visible at the second court 
was Lady Carew’s uncut stone of 
13% carats which is over an inch 
long. It was obtained in Persia by 
Lady Carew’s great-uncle some fif- 
ty years ago. On its four sides it 
carries the names and titles of the 
four great Emperors to whom it 
has belonged. 

It has been bored from end to 
cnd and has evidently been worn as 
a necklet or armlet threaded on a 
cord. Lady Carew has had it 
mcunted with a diamond for sus- 
pension from a neck-chain and it 
is as a pendant that she wears it. 
Her jewellers were anxious it 
should be mounted in a tiara, but 
that would not show the inserip- 
tions, which form its most remark- 
able feature. The fact that four 
Eastern Emperors had their names 
incised upon it proyed that it must! 
have been regarded ‘as a treasured 
\heirloom and a powerful talisman.

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THE QUINTA OR CULA. 
‘Aunual Drawing fer the Army or; 
Navy in Spain. 


At the age of eighteen, every 
male Spaniard becomes liable to 
serve either in the Army or Navy. 
But the Government does not need, 
or cannot afford, as many soldiers 
and sailors as there are young men 
in the country. The peace footing | 
of the Army is only 80,000 and of | 
the Navy about 6,000, in a country 
of which the population is seventeen 
millions. Hence the quinta, or 
chcosing by lot of those who are to| 
serve in the national forces. 

The word quinta literally means! 
the selection of every fifth man, or 
one man out of every five eligibles. 
The quinta takes place once a year, 
in every town, and all] the males 
resident in the ,district who have 
juct completed their eighteenth 
yea* are called upon to partici-| 
pate. Those whom fortune ap-| 
points to serve their country are! 
forthwith drafted into the Army or 
Navy. ; 

Exemption may be bought in time 
of peace, the amount payable being 
£65; but youths approaching the 
military age frequently leaye the 
country before they are summoned} 
to the qninta. Cuba and the Ar- 
jgentine Republic, both Spanish-| 
speak’ng countries, where work is| 
|abundant, are the commonest ob- 
jectives of the sons of the working 
classes flying from conscription.

DO NOT STARVE THE ORCHARD 

What farmer among us would 
|think of growing whe on a field | 
for twenty years in succession with 
out manure? What would be said| 
one who attempted not only 
that, but also to secure at the 
same time a crop. of rye, sown 
amidst the wheat (assuming for ar-| 
|gument’s sake that it were pos- 
sible)? Yet, hundreds of thousands 
lof farmers are every year attempt 
|ing just such a short-sighted policy. 
They try to grow apples and grain 
or hay on the same soil, As Mr.) 
Jones brings out in his admirable 
}contribution on the subject, pub- 
| lished recently, it has been estimat- | 
ed that the plant food carried away 
from an acre of apple orchard in 
{fruit sold and leaves blown off, 
would be worth, at commercial| 
rates, $207.45 in twenty years, or} 
over ten dollars’ worth a year.| 
Against this, a fifteen-bushel crop| 
of wheat would remove in twenty) 
lycars only $128.23 worth of plant 
food, or between six and seven dol- 
lars’ worth a year. The orchard 
as 
heavy as a twenty-five-bushel crop 
of wheat, not allowing anything for 
the yearly growth of wood. Remem-| 
ber, too, that an orchard makes no 
return of roots and stubble to keep} 
up the physical condition of the 
soil, nothing but a few leaves and 
the seeds of some waste fruit. Yet, 
when an orchard has borne a crop} 
of fruit, and perhaps had a crop 
of hay or grain removed the same 
seuson, we wonder why it should 
need a rest fhe next year! 

Bear in mind that a cropped or- 
chard not only suffers a double de- 
mand on its fertility, but the sown 
crop is almost certain to stint the 
trees of moisture, particularly in 
the early part of the season, when 
an extra supply of it is needed. A 
good orchard, well attended, is the 
most profitable branch of the aver- 
age farm. It should be liberally 
fertilized with manure and wood 
ashes, well cultivated in the early 
part of the season, and then sown 
to a cover crop, to be plowed un- 
der the following spring. It pays 
handsomely to do it. Do not starve 
the goose that lays the gold@n egg.

The 
soil may have four aches—requiring 
nitrogen, potash, phosphoric acid 
or lime to cure them. Unless you 
know which particular ache your 
farm has, you would better use all 
four. 

Varming is all right as an occu- 
pation, but could be made much 
more pleasant than it is if farmers 
weuld take more pride in it and 
themselves. The farmer has as 
much right as anyone to wear a 
good suit of clothes and beautify 
his home. In fact, it is his duty to 
do so. It is also his duty to fur- 
nish good reading matter for the 
family. We should strive so to ele- 
vate and dignify the business that 
any man could be proud to say, ‘‘I 
ain a farmer.’’ 

Cream should be churned at as 
low a temperature as possible and 
have the butter come in from one 
half to one hour. Warm cream and 
rapid churning mean a large quan- 
tity of butter lost in the butter- 
milk, as well as soft butter, which 
is very hard to handle after it 
comes. The churn should be stop- 
ped when the butter is in a gran- 
nular condition, about one twelfth 
of an inch in diameter. If churned 
more than this it will.be impossible 
to get the butter evenly washed and 
sulted without spoiling the grain. 
When a piece of good butter ig 
broken, it should have the appear- 
ance of broken cast iron, and not 
the salvy, greasy article that we 
cften see at the store.

Delta was rejected in the seventies 
by the National Assembly on the 
ground that the richer proprietors 
wh: had put up pumping engines 
would be injured by it; their pumps 
would be needed no longer! Even 
when the great Barrage was built 
fifteen miles below Cairo, it was so 
ineptly planned that the engineers 
never dared shut the sluices. They 
were afraid the whole erection 
weuld be swept away. Water there- 
fore continued scarce. In many 
districts it could only be obtained 
by bribery. In others lazy officials 
let the canals get out of order. Up- 
river cultivators merely took one 
crop off the fertile mud left by the 
yearly inundation. 


THREE CROPS INSTEAD OF ONE 


When Britain decided to lend a 
hand in Egypt there was a very 
expensive pumping scheme in con- 
templation. It would have benefit- 
ted the Delta, no doubt, but at far 
too heavy a cost. Sir Colin Scott 
Moncrieff, who was put in charge 
of irrigation, said; ‘Make the Bar- 
rage workable.’’ The Egyptians 
said: “It can’t be done.’’ He 
said: “‘Rubbish.’”’ Thé National 
Assembly refused consent. Lord 
Cromer signalled: “Go ahead.” 
Sir Colin went ahead, and his suc- 
cess added so much to the common 
wealth that the revenue was in- 
creased, as a direct result, by $10,- 
050.000 a year. No wonder the pea- 
sants called it “The Bridge of 
Blessings.’ The value of their 
land was doubled. They could raise 
upon it three crops of cotton  in- 
stead of one. Formerly the canals 
were only filled once a year—at the 
time of the Nile flood. Now there 
was water enough all the year 


ADDING TO EGYPT’S WEALTH. 

Since then this same system of 
perennial irrigation has been car- 
ried nearly six hundred miles 
above Cairo, as well as below it. 
There is a barrage at Assiout (built 
1598-1902), there is another at Esna 
(1907-09), and there is the dam at 
Assuan (1898-1902), which is now be- 
ing made higher and stronger, so 
that the storage of water may be 
greater still, Already this magni- 
ficent feast of engineering is one 
of the wonders of the world. Stand} 
on the top and look along its co- 
lorsal granite back.
